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INQUEST AVOIDS 
PLACING BLAME 
SN COLLINS CASE 


Beachem Alumni Portico Dedicated 


A coroner’s jury Friday afternoon 
avoided placing direct blame for 
the death of Thomas William Col­ 
lins upon Edward F. Laughman, 25, 
Berwick township laborer, held in 
the county Jail on a murder charge, 
at an inquest conducted by Dr. Ed­ 
gar A. Miller, county coroner, at the 
court house. 
Collins was found dead last Sat- | 
urday night on a private road lead­ 
ing to the Hoke farm and quarry ; 
In Conewago township, about two I 
miles north of Hanover.

man was his companion last S a t­ 
urday afternoon on a Aahing trip] 
and drinking party at the quarry. 
The Jury reached

4:30 o’clock, less than a half hour 
after the testimony of eight wit- I 
nesses and a report of Dr. Henry 
Stewart's autopsy had been placed 
In their hands.

COURT BILL KEY 
TO FEDERAL JAM 


Washington, June 5 (AP). Dead­ 
locks on several m ajor legislative 
issues are beginning to break, lead­ 
ers said today, following hints of 
compromise on the Roosevelt court 
bill. 
"That bill is the key to the situa­ 
tion,” said Senator Harrison <D.- 
Mlss.), surveying the problems fac­ 
ing Congress at the start of its sixth 
month. 
Although the outcome of the court 
battle was regarded as uncertain 
by many legislators, they noted th a t 
disagreements over the proposed tax 
inquiry, farm tenancy aids, and re­ 
lief funds gradually were being set­ 
tled. 
Some issues—-such as government 
reorganization and regional plan­ 
ning—remained highly controversial. 
Consequently few members expect­ 
ed adjournment before last August. 
The principal bills and the status 
of each to brief:
